Committee passes tax-shift bill

supported by Gov. Ronald Reagan 
and Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti 
squeaked 
past 
its 
first Senate 
committee test Friday. 
The 
measure 
would 
provide 
property tax relief and increased 
school aid by raising the sales, 
income, business and motor vehicle 
taxes. 
Moretti 
and 
Reagan adminis­ 
tration officials lined up three 
Republicans and two Democrats to 


send the measure to the Finance 
Committee on a 5-3 vote, the bare 
minimum required. 


The proposal will face its toughest 
hurdle next week in Finance, whose 
powerful chairman, Sen. Randolph 
Collier, 
DYreka, 
is 
steadfastly 
opposed to it. 


Following Friday’s vote, Collier 
told a newsman he is against the bill 
because it calls for tax increases in 
the face of a more than $400 million 
state budget surplus. 


With 
the 
nearly 
half-a-billion 
dollar surplus, Collier asked, ‘‘How 
can you go out and ask the working 
man to put up his money?” 


He added that the compromise bill 
would boost overall taxes for most 
Californians, an assertion Moretti 
vigorously denies. 
Moretti has said the measure will 
mean 
that a couple with 
two 
children, earning $10,000 annually 
and owning a $20,000 home, would 
have their overall taxes reduced by 
$98 a year. 


A renter with the same number of 
children and the same income would 
see his taxes reduced by $2, Moretti, 
D-Van Nuys, said. If the renter 
made $15,000 a year, however, his 
taxes would go up $59. 
Despite 
Collier’s 
opposition. 
Moretti told newsmen he was ‘‘very 
hopeful” the Finance Committee 
will approve the bill. 
But he added, “ it is a close 
question all the way along the line. 
It was close here (in the Revenue 
and Taxation Committee) and it will 
be close in Finance.” 


N. Vietnamese try 
to trap 
20,000 troops 
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SAIGON 
(U PI)—South 
Viet­ 
namese troops and U.S. ships and 
warplanes battled Friday to keep 
vital Highway No. 1 between Quang 
Tri city and Hue from being closed 
by North Vietnamese forces, field 
reports said. 
The North Vietnamese, trying to 
trap 20,000 government troops in 
Quang Tri province, briefly closed 
the 
two-lane, 
blacktop highway 
Friday. 
A 
South 
Vietnamese military 
spokesman 
said 
17 
Communist 
soldiers 
were killed 
Friday 
in 
fighting in the area about three 
miles south of Mv Chanh. Three 
government soldiers were wounded. 
North of Quang Tri city, capital of 
the province of the same name the 
North Vietnamese captured May 1, 


airborne and marine units fought 
Communist troops about 100 yards 
and three miles from the city, 
killing 25. Government losses were 
one killed and 12 wounded. 


A U.S. command spokesman in 
Saigon said B52 heavy bombers 
pounded 
suspected

Vietnamese troop concentrations 
and staging areas inside Quang Tri 
province during the night, and other 
B52 missions were flown west of the 
old imperial capital of Hue.

IR A bombs rip through Belfast 


BELFAST 
(U PD -T he 
Irish 
Republican Army set off at least 26 
bombs Friday in shattering blasts 
which reverberated through Belfast 
for more than an hour and turned 
the strife-torn capital of northern 
Ireland into a “disaster area” of 
blood and destruction. 
The army said at least 13 persons 
were killed, 11 civilians and two 
British soldiers. More than 130 
persons were injured. 
Another civilian was killed and 
five persons wounded later Friday 
in a gun battle between snipers and 


troops in the central part of the 
capital. 
The IRA’s militant Provisional 
wing issued a statement Friday 
night saying it was responsible for 
the bombings. 
The bombs exploded within a 
period of 81 minutes in the late 
afternoon, catching shoppers and 
workers returning home. 
“This day has been Ulster’s worst 
day of carnage in three years,” said 
a police spokesman. “Other days 
have claimed more dead, but none 
has done more damage or spilled

Budgeted vehicles for the coming 
year total $93,000 and include seven 
sedans for $27,100; a refuse packer

Several big 
fires broke out and a heavy pall of 
smoke hung over the downtown 
area; adding to the terror. 
Among the targets were at least 
two road bridges, two bus stations a 
railway station, gas works and a 
pub. Two of the worst-hit were the 
Oxford Street bus station and the 
Cavehill shopping center in the 
northwestern part of Belfast.

AFL-CIO critical of 
tax structure 
E ¡senhowers challenge claim by McGovern

The AFL-CIO says the present 
tax structure is grossly unfair to workers who derive their 
entire incomes from wages. 
The giant labor federation, which represents 13.6 million 
workers, told Congress’ Joint Economic Committee 
Thursday that the current tax system amounts to 
legalized fraud of the laws. 
I W Abel. President of the United Steelworkers Union 
and 
Chairman 
of 
the 
AFL-CIO 
Economic 
Policy 
Committee, filed a statement with the congressional panel 
spelling out labor s position in advocating sweeping tax 
reform. 
Abel told the panel that the average American family 
pays nine times more tax on $10,000 if its income comes 
from wages than if it comes from investments. 
If a family of four had an income of $10,000 from wages, 
Abel argued, its federal income tax would be $906 But if the 
$10,000 was derived solely from investments, the tax would 
beonlv $98. he said 
‘This shocking violation of the principle that equal 
incomes should be taxed equally is legalized fraud at the 
expense of the millions whose incomes comes from work.’ 
Abel said 
The labor federation, in urging massive tax reform, sided 
squarely with Democratic Presidential nominee George S. 
McGovern’s tax overhaul position

“ If Sen McGovern is indeed a disciple of 
my father's in his military opinions, then 
the boss must be rotating in his grave at 
the failure of his pupil to learn his 
lessons,’’ John wrote in a letter published 
Friday morning in the Augusta Chronicle. 
The letter was prompted by an article 
written by the Washington Post's military 
expert, George C. Wilson. In a June 25 
column under the headline. “ McGovern on 


Defense: a Disciple of Eisenhower, Wilson 
wrote: 
“ Even in this strange political year, it 
may take some by surprise to learn that 
George S. McGovern views his military 
policy 
as 
inspired 
by 
Dwight 
D. 
Eisenhower Yet that is indeed the case, as 
McGovern will tell you if you ask.’’ 
Wilson s article inspired several letters 
to the editors disagreeing with his premise, 
including one from Gen. Omar Bradley, an 
intimate of 
Eisenhower’s during the 
decisive battle for Europe in World War II. 
Mamie 
and 
former 
President 
Eisenhower 
frequently 
vacationed 
in 
Augusta, and Mamie sent a copy of John's 


letter to the Chronicle, explaining she was 
“ disturbed that many friends of Gen. 
Eisenhower, especially in your district, 
might have the wrong idea of his stand " 
She said John’s letter was a “ refutation 
of the Washington Post article. 
John 
Praised 
McGovern 
for 
“ courageously” presenting his views on 
the Vietnam war and military spending but 
said “ no matter how much Sen. McGovern 
may claim to have learned from President 
Eisenhower’s defense policies, he seems to 
have 
grasped 
everything 
except 
the 
fundamentals.” 
He wrote that both men shared the desire 
“ to keep military expenditures to the 


lowest level possible so that those funds 
can be used along more constructive 
channels. But the order of priorities has 
put the men poles apart.” 
“ ...Perhaps 
the 
most 
dramatic 
difference” between his father’s and 
McGovern’s views lay in their philosophy 
towards the United States’ alliances, many 
of which are maintained by a program of 
mutual security (foreign aid). 
“ In fiscal 1960, the administration asked 
Congress for (foreign aid) funds in the 
amount 
of 
approximately 
$4 
billion 
(figured in terms of 1975 dollars). Sen. 
McGovern would cut this back to $14 
billion. 


Man risks life

ARYIN. Calif (UPI)—A Missouri man drove a burning 
truck loaded with 1,000-pound bombs out of town to a less 
populated area to avert a possible tragedy Thursday. 
The fire was put out and there was no explosion 
The action by Martin Freedman, about 27, of Joplin, Mo., 
was praised by Fire Capt Martin Kooken 
“ The driver did a very wise and good thing by removing 
the truck from a populated area," Kooken said “ If the fire 
had gotten into the cargo, there would have been the danger 
of a pretty disastrous explosion. 
Freedman was transporting a load of 78 of the heavy 
bombs, and other explosives, from Crane, Ind., to Tracy, 
Calif . when he discovered that the right rear wheels were 
burning 
He told a waitress at a restaurant what was happening 
and what route he would follow, and asked her to notify the 
fire department and have it meet him Then he climbed 
back in the cab and drove the truck to an area with no 
nearby homes, more than a mile outside of town 
When firemen arrived, he was trying to put out the blaze 
with a hand extinguisher They finished the job. 
Damage to the truck was estimated at $250

income taxes on the same 
income? 
Many 
single 
and 
unmarried taxpayers in the 
state don’t know they’re 
paying more taxes than 
married couples with the 
same income. But those 
who 
do 
have 
been 
complaining 
loudly 
for 
years. 
Assemblyman Bob Cline, 
a 
Republican 
from 
Woodland Hills, has turned 
a sympathetic ear in their 
direction. Cline, a financial 
and 
tax 
consultant 
by 
profession, has introduced 
two measures this session to 
equalize the tax rates. 
His AB 555, which 
passed the assembly 
awaits 
hearing 
in 
senate’s 
Revenue 
Tazation Committee, would 
extend married couple tax 
rates to single taxpayers. 
And his AB 111 would do the 
same for the unmarried 
head of a household. 
Cline says the single and 
unmarried taxpayers are 
subsidizing the state to the 
tune of $168 million a year — 
the amount of taxes they 
pay over the amount paid by 
married taxpayers on the 
same incomes. 
Why higher rates for the 
unmarried? How did tax 
laws get that way in the 
first place? As explained by 
Cline, 
it 
is because of 
California’s 
community 
property laws that say the 
income earned by either 
partner in marriage belongs 
to both — equally. 
When it is time to pay 
income taxes, the $10,000 
annual income of a married 
couple is divided into two 
equal incomes of $5,000 each 
for purposes of determining 
the tax rate. 
Under 
the 
progressive 
income tax system in effect, 
as the income gets higher, 
the 
tax 
rate 
increases. 
Hence, a single taxpayer 
with an income of $10,000 a 
year 
pays 
more 
taxes, 
because of a higher rate, 
than a married couple with 
the same income. 
Cline says, “ I see no 
reason 
that 
such 
discrimination should exist 
in our tax law, and my 
legislation (AB 555) would 
extend 
this 
concept 
of 
community 
property 
income splitting to single 
persons.” 
Possibly 
even 
more 
vulnerable to attack than 
the rate imposed on single 
persons 
is 
the 
discriminatory method of 
taxing the unmarried head 
of a household A married 
couple (without a child) 
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pays $140 a year tax on a 
$10,000 annual income, even 
though it is earned by one 
partner. 
The 
unmarried 
head of a household, who is 
supporting one child, pays 
$250 in taxes on $10,000. 
What are the chances for 
Cline’s 
measures? 
When 
there is any proposal to cut 
the state’s income, there is 
going 
to 
be 
opposition, 
which there is to AB 555 and 
AB 111. Both measures have 
attracted 
numerous 
co­ 
authors from each party. 
However, 
there 
is 
opposition 
from 
the 


administration, 
which 
is 
faced with balancing the 
budget. Enactment would 
mean $168 million less to do 
the job. 
AB 111 has passed the 
assembly and has won the 
support of one important 
committee in the senate, 
Revenue and Taxation It 
will be heard next by senate 
Finance.

Treat alcoholism with 
realism 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
T h e r e 
is 
the ominously 
empty bottle 


There is the unconscious, 
disheveled 
figure 
slumped 
across a sofa. 


There is someone who is 
an alvoholtc and though it is 
your own husband or wife or 
mother or father you are 
a g o n i z i n g l y , despair­ 
ingly, absolutely unable to 
do anything to help 


Where can you turn? 


The traditional advice has 
been • that you try to per­ 
suade the alcoholic to visit 
his doctor, his clergyman or 
Alcoholics Anonymous and 
generally use tender loving 
care no matter what. But a 
new book, “The Alcoholic in 
Your 
Life,” 
suggests 
an 
alternative place to turn to: 
m the general direction of 
the door, 


“ When it is apparent no 
amount of aid is going to 
turn the tide.” writes Jo 
Coudert, “must a strong life 
be sacrificed to prolong an 
enfeebled one? 1 think not. I 
think a choice must be made 
and that it must be to save 
the healthiest Anything else 
is waste compounded ” 


Miss Coudert, a writer- 
editor who specializes in psy­ 
chology 
and 
is managing 
editor of the International 
Journal of Group Psycho­ 
therapy, is a small, melan­ 
choly woman who speaks 
from 
unhappy experience 
Her mother became an alco­ 
holic when Miss Coudert, an 
only child, was in her mid­ 
teens Miss Coudert’s father 
left them and she took care 
of her mother for about 10 
y e a r s , 
nursing 
coaxing, 
pleading, scolding. All futil­ 
ity 


“ I remember being en­ 
vious of the other girls at 
school,” she says wistfully. 
“ They 
had 
mothers 
who 
acted like mothers, while 1 
had a mother who was more 
like my child." 


When she was 25, Miss 
Coudert gave up trying to 
help her mother and moved 
away. 
They 
never 
lived 
together again, though her 
mother lived 20 more years. 


And she says she does not 
regret her action: 


‘‘I would not even have 
done it differently if the 
outcome had been 20 days in­ 
stead of 20 years because 
her life was no pleasure to 
her and brought no pleasure 
to other people, and I cannot 
believe that an earlier death 
was something to be pre­ 
vented at all costs.” 


Miss Coudert has since 
found herself in the role of 
“coalcoholic” — her term 
for someone close to an alco­ 
holic but not an alcoholic 
himself—because of the ad­ 
diction of two close friends. 
«There are according to the 
National Council on Alco­ 
holism, about nine million 
A m e r i c a n alcoholics, but 
Miss Coudert admits, with­ 
out being able to explain it, 
that she seems to have had 
more than ner share of con­ 
tact with alcoholics.) And 
she has emerged with the 
conviction that the coalco­ 
holics have to be realistic 
about their situation 
"You have to know what 
you can do about it and what 
you can’t.” she says. “ You 
have to know just how much 
you can take. And you have 
to recognize that alcoholism 
is a stubborn, intractable 
condition.” 
Her views are not revolu­ 
tionary She is not the only

fend for himself. But Miss 
Coudert is unusually frank 
about 
the 
necessity 
for 
considering the possibility 
that an alcoholic may be 
untreatable. 
The National Council on 
A l c o h o l i s m ’s recommen­ 
dations for alcoholics talk 
about learning the facts on 
alcoholism, 
searching 
out 
treatment facilities and con­ 
vincing the alcoholic to con­ 
sult his doctor. There is no 
mention of measures of last 
resort. 
An AA pamphlet on “The 
Alcoholic 
Husband,” says. 
“ You may have a husband of 
whom you despair complete­ 
ly. He is violent, or appears 
definitely i n s a n e , when 
drunk 
Doctors may shake 
their heads and advise to 
have 
him 
committed. 
In 
many ways this man may 
seem 
to be 
a 
‘hopeless’ 
drunkard — but A.A. ex­ 
perience has shown that very 
few drinkers, however far 
down the ladder of alcohol­ 
ism they may be. are hope­ 
less.’ ” 
Miss Coudert, who grimly 
contends it is best to ac­ 
centuate the negative, says: 
“ If the coalcoholic is not to 
abandon herself to apathy 
and defeat, or alternatively, 
if she is not to abandon the 
alcoholic, perhaps it is hope 
that she must give up. 
“ If

finds

w h i s p e r i n g , Maybe this 
time . . 
she must squash 
the treacherous phrase and 
replace it with the stern, No, 
No, not this time Not ever.

or not. I cannot stop you and 
I shall no longer try,’ it is 
not a sentence but a parole. 
In freeing the alcoholic, one 
frees oneself to become a 
person in one’s own right.” 
Miss Coudert’s pessimism 
and Freudian theories on the 
origins of alcoholism—which 
she says arises from over­ 
coddling m o t h e r s — run 
counter 
to 
the 
dominant 
medical view of alcoholism, 
that it is an illness, possibly 
one that can be treated by 
„'hemical means. But she in­ 
sists that hers is a practical 
philosophy, not an inhuman 
one 
“One person can provide 
for another the climate for 
change, 
the 
courage 
to 
change and the incentive to 
change,” she says. But when 
change still doesn’t come, 
she argues, the coalcoholic 
must accept the alcoholic’s 
drinking and make the best 
of it or leave, 
“ It’s 
a 
terribly 
human 
thing to try to do it. but you 
just 
can’t 
save 
someone 
else,” she says. “ People save 
themselves or they’re not 
saved.”

WASHINGTON (U PI) -The Cost 
of Living Council Friday lifted 
federal 
wage 
controls 
on 
professional 
athletes, 
declaring 
them unfair because of the short 
earning 
careers 
and 
unusual 
contract limitations prevailing in 
sports. 
The council also exempted pay for 
team 
managers 
and 
coaches 
working for professional 
sports 
organizations, but said the overall 
action would have little impact on 
the economy and did not extend to 
prices charged for admission to 
sporting events. 
In a statement, the council said it 
moved “ to correct the inequities 
which arise from imposing controls 
on the short earning lives which 
professional 
athletes 
experience 
relative to wage earners in other 
sectors of the economy . 


Beyond that, 
the professional 
athletes “ unlike other wage earners 
. . . are normally restricted by 
contract from changing jobs to 
obtain higher salaries” in their 
occupation.

MUNICH - (NEA) - Two 
months before the opening 
of the 1972 Olympic Games 
there is not a room to be had 
in 
this city 
for love 
or 
money. 
All the 24.IKK) available in 
hotels, 
ranging 
from 
the 
four-star Bayrischer Hof to 
simple side-street pensions, 
have long since been re­ 
served. plus 50.000 beds in 
private homes. 
This represents something 
like 300.000 anticipated visi­ 
tors. but no one is able to 
estimate how many sports 
fanatics and mere tourists 
will descend on this rococo 
metropolis. Local organizers 
are thinking in terms of 500,- 


000. not counting the Ger­ 
mans themselves. 
The installation itself is 
stupendous. The site is that 
of a former airfield cover­ 
ing three square kilometers. 
Here the various stadiums 
have been built, plus the 
Olympic Village and the 24- 
story center which will pro­ 
vide facilities and accom­ 
modation for the world's re­ 
porters. 


Thousands of trees, bushes 
and 
s h r u b s 
have 
been 
planted, miles of streets and 
32 bridges built—all adding 
up to a fantastic Olympic 
city over which towers a 290- 
meter spire with a fantastic 
view over the entire com­ 
plex. 


Even before the events. 
Olympic statistics are im­ 
pressive: 
3.800.000 seats 
20.000 parking 
spaces 
4.000 telephones 
89.000 light bulbs 
Athletes must be fed. Food 
stocks 
will 
include 
more 
than a million eggs. 70.000 
pounds of meat and 756.000 
servings of yogurt, among 
other menu entries. 
With characteristic effici­ 
ency. the Germans proclaim 
that everything, but every­ 
thing. will be in place and in 
working order on opening 
day. 
They are also proud of the 
fact that the cost of this 


The 
principal 
stadium, 
where major athletic com­ 
petitions and horse shows 
will be held, can hold 80.000 
spectators — 47.000 seated. 
33.000 standing. 
It 
is e s t i m a t e d that 
throughout the world over a 
billion TV viewers will be 
able to follow the games in 
their homes. 


For weeks now, Munich 
has been u n d e r g o i n g a 
thorough cleaning. 
Houses 
have 
been 
repainted 
and 
everything is as bright as a 
new pfennig. Several of the 
more important streets have 
been widened. A new sub­ 
way line leading directly to 
the stadia was built in rec­ 
ord time. 
M e a n w h i l e , picturesque 
villages w i t h i n a 30-mile 
radius of Munich are expect­ 
ing to take care of the over­ 
flow of visitors. 
Creators of commemora­ 
tive medals, souvenirs, mas­ 
cots 
and 
emblems 
have 
spent a busy winter prepar­ 
ing for the event. 
Probably the most popular 
of 
all 
souvenirs 
will 
be 
Waldi. the dachsund mascot. 
He comes in every conceiv­ 
able medium—fabric, paper, 
cardboard, plastic, rubber, 
wood. cork, metal. Waldi ap­ 
pears on badges, adhesive 
stamps, key rings, coat hang­ 
ers. 
puzzles. Already two 
million have been bought in

c o u n t r i e s—and

games haven’t even started 
yet!
